The  United  Nations  and  Jerusalem 

bealdes  the  question  of  principle,  two  breakdown  would  be  inevitable  Jual 
practical  dlfflcuiUes.  as  Inevitable  as  In  the  case  of  the 

ririt,  the  new  area  wUl  be  a legal  British  Mandate 
and  adminlsUatlve  vacuum.  Part  of  It 
at  present  has  the  Israeli  code  of  law 
and  the  Israeli  administrative  system; 
the  other  part  the  laws  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  Kingdom  of  Jordan. 

Neither  could  be  applied  to  the  whole 
area  under  Its  new  regime. 

What.  then,  would  be  the  basic 
laws;  what  the  administrative  syiten 
of  the  territory  of  Jerusalem^  They 
musr  be  devised  by  sdine  internallonitl 
body  and  presumably  approved  by  the 
trueteeihlp  council.  Bui  on  whai 
llnea  on  ^al  principles?  Even  among 
democracies  there  are  vast  differences 
In  legal  structures  and  in  methods  of 
administrative  organisation. 

But  the  other  difficulty,  that  of  Im- 
posing A new  regime  upon  an  unwUl- 
Ing  population.  Is  even  greater.  The 
United  Nations  Administration  would 
in  fact  be  placed  In  very  much  the 
same  position  as  the  British  Man- 
datory AdminlstrsUon  In  Palestlns  In 
Us  last  years.  It  would  be  faced  with 
the  choice  of  Imposing  Us  authority 
by  use  of  "force  without  stint"  or  of 
abandoning  any  attempt  at  rule  at 
all. 

The  outcome  of  It  all  would,  beyond 
any  doubt,  be  disastrous.  A multi-na- 
tional administration,  probably  divid- 
ed In  itaelf,  unable  to  take  decisive 
action  without  authority  of  a remote, 
and  also  probably  divided,  trusteeship 
council,  would  be  faced  with  a near- 
revolt  among  Us  sybjects  and  with  an 
appalling  economic  situation.  It  would 
have  Inadequate  armed  forces-Htnd 
would  be  reluctant  to  use  what  it  had. 

Lines  of  communication  with  the  out- 
side world  would  be  Insecure  and 
subjected  to  every  kind  of  veaallous 
Interference  that  Israeli  Ingenuity 
could  devise.  Is  It  humanly  conceiv- 
able that  In  such  circumstances  any. 
administration  could  funcUqn?  A 


It  was  Lady  Oodlva's  predilection 
for  establishing  monssiarles  that  led 
to  her  predicament,  a hobby  financed 
by  the  unjust  taxes  imposed  by  her 
liege  lord  who.  like  many  before  and 
sf*»er  him,  found  It  expedient  to  humor 
his  wife's  whims.  It  was  altogether 
too  much,  however,  when  Oodlva 
dabbled  In  public  affairs  to  the  extent 
of  demanding  that  the  taxed  peaeants 
be  freed  from  economic  slavery,  Ig- 
noring the  logic  that  were  there  no 
taxes  theft  could  be  no  monasteries. 

Leofric.  seemingly  considerate  of 
her  sensibilities,  rifralned  from  mak- 
ing this  obvious  point,  but  had  re- 
course to  what  he  deemed  a fine  Joke 
when  her  persistence  bored  him.  He 
promised  to  cancel  the  taxes  if  Lady 
Oodlva  would  ride  naked  througn 
Coventry.  Then,  as  envisaged  by  Lang- 
don-Davlcs,  the  good  earl  threw  back 
his  head  and  laughed  heartily,  sure 
that  his  wife  was  silenced  and.  ac- 
cording to  the  mood  of  the  times, 
without  offence.  Apparently  he  knew 
not  Oodlva. 


London.— The  decision  of  the  Oen- 
eral  Assembly  on  the  future  of 
Jerusalem  may  brtng  the  United  Na- 
tions to  the  most  tangled  and  dan- 
gerous situation  of  Us  existence.  For 
the  assembly  has  commuted  the  or- 
ganUatlon  to  a policy  which  It  may 
be  unable  to  carry  out  without  the  use 
of  armed  forces  which  It  does  not 
possess 

The  danger  Is  a very  real  one  And 
Sir  Alexander  Cadogan’s  warning  in 
the  discussion  which  preceded  the 
final  vote  In  no  way  over-eitlmated  It. 

The  conception  of  the  conversion  of 
Jerusalem  and  its  environs  into  a sep- 
arate territory  under  the  direct  ad- 
ministration of  the  United  Nations  Is 
one  which  has  immediate  sentimental 
appeal  to  many  Christians.  The  feel- 
ing that  It  Is  somehow  wrong  that  the 
Holy  Places  of  Christendom  should  be 
under  the  control  of  Moslem  rulers 
Is  as  old  as  the  first  crusade.  Nor 
would  this  sentiment  be  less  affronted 
by  the  transfer  of  sovereignty  over 
these  Holy  Places  from  a Moslem  to 
a Jewish  state.  The  setUng-up,  on 
Crusader  models,  of  a Christian  King- 
dom of  Jcrtiaalem  Is  clearly  out  of  all 
question.  Therefore  the  solution  seems 
simple  - the  establishment  of  a re- 
gime which  would  be  ImpartlsJ. 

But  the  plan  entirely  disregards 
every  practical  difficulty  apl  one  dif- 
ficulty which  Involves  a ^xiestlon  of 
fundamental  principle. 

Firstly,  the  question  of  principle.  A 
regime  such  as  Is  suggesU^d  must  be 
of  Us  very  nature  undemocratic.  The 
International  administration  would  be 
responsible  not  to  people  under  Us 
rule  but  to  a body  which,  however 
august,  would  toe  In  the  eyes  of  the  In- 
habitants essentially  alien.  It  would 
have  to  legislate  by  decree  and  impose 
Us  decrees  by  force. 

That  is  Inescapable.  And  U involves, 


The  fatal  flaw  In  the  whole  plan  la. 
as  1 have  uud,  thal  It  Is,  and  must  of 
Its  nature  be,  undemocratic— a regime 
Imposed  upon  a popuiaUon  without 
the  consent  and  against  ths  desires 
of  the  great  majority  of  them.  Such  a 
rvgtme  can  only  be  maintained  by 
force.  And  the  United  Nations  has 
neiUiar  the  necessary  forces,  nor  the 
wliUto  Use  them  ruthlessly.  The  case 
aiiVnst  the  scheme  Is  indeed  simply 
this:  That  U would  be  not  only  wrong 
In  principle,  but  It  Is  Impossible  In 
practice  to  attempt  to  Impose  any 
system  of  governineni  on  an  area 
against  the  wishes  of  Us  Inhabitants. 

The  voting  at  Flushing  Meadows 
seemed  to  pay  little  or  no  heed  to  such 
considerations.  The  majority  was  a' 
strange  alliance;  of  Catholic  coun- 
tries swayed  by  sentiment,  of  Moslem 
stales  anxious  to  see  the  United  Na- 
tions "accept  a Jewish  challenge"  and 
of  the  Soviet  bloc  eagerly  supporting 
anything  calculated  to  produce  dis- 
cord and  disorder  in  the  Middle  last. 

Next  month  the  trusteeship  council 
has  the  task  of  "proceeding  immedi- 
ately with  implementation"  of  this 
decision— with  the  further  Instrucilon 
that  It  Is  not  to  be  Influenced  by  any 
actions  tsiken  by  any  "Interested  gov- 
ernment or  governments."  Already 
Israeli  has  made  the  defiant  gesture 
of  ordering  (he  transfer  of  Us  capital 
to  Jerusalem. 

The  crisis  Is  developing  before  the' 
coi^lttee  has  even  begun  Its  work. 
Thk  possible  consequences  of  what  Bir 
Al^ander  Cedogan  dtserlbed  as  "the 
handing  down  of  ready-made  Judg- 
menu  and  decrees  with  no  regard  for 
their  acceptance  by  recalcitrant  par- 
lies"  are  already  beginning  to  be  so 
visible  as  to  suggest  the  wisdom  of 
second  thoughts  before  it  is  too  l^te. 


I found  this  explanation  intriguing 
and  more  extensive  than  anything  I 
had  been  permitted  to  learn  in  the 
past.  Encyclopedias  contain  tantallx- 
Ingly  little  about  the  Coventry  hero- 
ine whose  statue  Ooerlng's  Luftwaffe 
were  unchlvalrous  enough  to  destroy, 
but  which  was  recently  replaced  by  a 
populace  appreciative  of  her  weU- 
establlahed  liberal  tendencies.  It  was 
a newspaper  picture  of  the  new  statue. 
In  truth,  that  set  me  oiwthe  trafl  itof 
the  Lady  Oodlva. 

As  I have  said,  1 met  her  more  in- 
Umately  than  ever  before  in  Mr  Lang- 
don-Davies' "The  Future  of  Naked- 
ness,' a volume  wherein  wll  and  barb 
combine  to  puncture  the  thesis  that 
nakedness  Is  a sin.  even  if  the  Im- 
modesty consists  merely  of  a man's 
legs  or  a woman's  elbow  In  support 
of  his  condemnation  he  dies  the  case 
of  the  rhllllonalre's  daughter  at  Palm 
Beach  who  was  removed  forcibly  from 
the  seashore  because  she  sought  to 
bathe  without  stockings  on  her  legs. 

Mr.  Langdon-Davies'  book  was  writ- 
ten 20  years  ago  and  In  the  Interim 
the  degree  of  permlsaable  nakedness 
on  beaches  (and  elsewhere*  has  un- 
dergone a vast  change  As  of  today 
the  millionaire's  daughtsr  woutd  run 
the  rlak  of  forcible  remo/al  were  she 
to  attempt  to  bathe  with  her  stockings 
on.  This  about-face  U bound  to  please 
Mr  Langdon-Davies.  since  he  views 
Lady  Oodlva  u a pioneer  in  the  return 
of  untrammeled  freedom.
